HEBER SPRINGS—Two manufac- 


turing plants were wrecked and six 
men were injured, two seriously, in a 
scries of disasters started by explo- 
sion of a boiler at the W. B. Baker 
Lumber Company mill, a qunrlcr-milc 
south of the city Tuesday afternoon. 


The explosion set fire to the Bruncr- 


Ivory Company's handle factory lo- 
cated 150 yards away from the lumber 
mill and across tho tracks of the Mis- 
souri and North Arkansas railway nnd 
it burned to the ground. 


At the lumber mill about 75,000 feet 


of lumber in the dry kilns was destroy- 
ed, in addition to damage caused by 
the explosion. Loss at the lumber mill 
wns estimated at around $20,000 and at 
the handle factory at $15,000. 


Six Men Injured 


Injured were: 
Olllc Baker, owner of the lumber 


mill. Ho was struck on the top of 
the- head by a piece of flying metal. 
He is at Estcllc hospital here in an 
unconscious condition and physicians 
wore unable to determine the extent 
of his injuries. 


W. C, Johnson, insurance man of 


Kayettcville and:ex-banker of Hcbcr 
Springs and St. Louis, bones broken in 
both arms, nose broken, left eye In- 
jured, probable internal injuries.

Cause of Explosion Unknown 


Hie Baker mill is one of the largest 


in this section. Only 20 men were at 
work there but ordinarily it employs 
between 40 and 50 men. 


'•' Cause of the explosion is not known. 


Reaves, the fireman, said that he ex- 
amined the boiler u few minutes before 
the explosion and that it was full of 
water. 


The explosion was terrific. It shook 


nearly every business building in the 
city. The shell of the boiler was flat- 
tened like a piece of paper and hurlcc 
300 yards. A railroad water tank 150 
yards was badly damaged by flying 
metal and bricks. A PWA gang work- 
ing on a bridge 300 yards away was 
showered with debris.

factory. The building was a big frani 
structure about 300 feet square. U is 
believed that it was ignited by pieces 
of hot iron from the boiler explosion. 
Flames spread rapidly and tho fire 
fighters were powerless to check them. 


The handle factory was a branch of 


a concern located at Hope, Ark. Rollie 
Brunei- was local manager. 
. Physicians at the hospital were un- 
certain as to the chance for recovery 
of Ollie Baker and Johnson. Both 
were injured so severely that careful 
examination had been impossible.

The board said Crabtrcc, scntcncec 
'or the murder of a deputy sheriff a 
Tcxarkana in 1933, had made a "splen- 
did record" at the prison farm. 


Should the governor commute the 


sentence, Crabtrec would be eligible 
'or parole in 1940. Accused of slay- 
ng two officers, he was tried for the 
death of one. Records at the gover- 
lor's office did not list the names of 
the men he was charged with killing. 


The board recommended the execu- 


tive grant n 90 day furlough to D. B. 
Nivcn, Jr., 37, of Pine Bluff, sentenced 
to 21 years in 1934 fo rsecond degree 
murder in the slaying at Fine Bluff of 
Ray Mead. 


Charles Drier, state parole officer, 


said Tuesday night he had not rec- 
ommended clemncy for Niven to the 
board. 


The bourd asked the governor to re- 


duce the sentence of Floyd Reynolds 
from life to 21 years. Convicted of 
murder in White county in 1927, he 
escaped and was not returned to pris- 
on until 1932, when he was captured at 
San Springs, Ok la. 


Another recommendation to the gov- 


ernor was that the life sentence of 
Casey Floyd, former Texarkana, Ark., 
high school student, be commuted to 
10 years. He was convicted of crim- 
inal assault at Mena, Polk county, in 
1934. 
Commutation of his sentence 


would make him eligible for parole. 


The board also advocated a 60 day 


furlough for W. M. Crow, under life 
sentence from Union county for mur- 
der. Ho was sentenced to electrocu- 
tion in 1928 for the -slaying of Joe Os- 
sinbeck at Norphlct but hte supreme 
court commuted the sentence to life 
imprisonment. 


A parole was recommended for O. 


L. Cook, who recently was given a 
furlough by Governor Bailey after 
serving nine years of a life sentence 
from Union county for murder. Orig- 
inally he was given the death penalty, 
the supreme court reducing it to life 
in 1928. He was convicted of killing 
Scott Freeman at Rainbow City.

the missing aviatrix nor her navigator, 
Frederick J. Noonan. 


The battleship Colorado changed its

100 miles east of Rowland Island, and 
the navy.moved to co-ordinate search- 
ing efforts. The course change coin- 
cided with an apparently growing be- 
lief that if Miss Earhart and her navi- 
gator, Frederick J. Noonan, were alive 
they had reached an island or a coral 
reef. 


Many Small Islands 


Small islands are numerous, begin- 


ning some 200 miles to the south, cast 
and northwest of Howland, but vir- 
tually are unknown in the previously 
searched area to the north.

of Hope Soil Conservation Camp has 
greatly improved the quality and quan- 
tity of grass for their livestock. 


Fred Lee, Perry Moses, Zan Bate- 


man, J. W. Ray, Duckett Estate, Lem- 
ley & Lemley and G. D. Royston, all 
report mowing part or all of their 
pastures. 


Other co-operators have mowed pas- 


tures but the camp hasn't received a 
report of their work. These co-opera- 
tors have found that controlling weeds 
and bushes on a pasture is just as im- 
portant as controlling them in a cotton 
field. "In fact a greater return from 
labor expended on mowing pastures 
will be realized than fro'.n the same 
of labor expended on any other normal 
farm work," ststei H. B. Vineyard, 
Agronomist of Camp Alton. 


"Pastures mowed keep an even cov- 


er of grass on the soil. This cover 
will help slow down the water and 
prevent sheet erosion or gulling of the 
pasture. Weeds and persimmon bushes 
are poor soil holding plants," Mr. Vine- 
yard said. 


If pasture mowing is planned as a 


definte part of the farm program dur- 
ing the montlis of June and August 
and this program put into effect, the 
pasture grasses will furnish more graz- 
ing during the dry weather of late 
summer. This has been demonstrated 
by the University Experiment Station 
near Hope.

However, you can't do that to your 


stomach all suntmar,, day after day— 
and smite. If you get a tooth trained 
to eat sweets ,or sours, either, to the 
exclusion of good soup and pens and 
milk and eggs, it's just too bad. 


After a meal is the best time for 


sweets. Next to that, any time that 
leaves n space of two hours before the 
next meal. 


"But they get so hungry. They can't 


wait," you see. 


This is true. Many children dftn't 


cat enough at one meal to keep a bird 
alive, and to train them to stretch 
their stomache*. although possible, is a 
hard task indeed. So the in-between 
lunch Is permissible, but never close 
to meals. 


Milk digests slowly always, so milk 


as a holdover will also chase appetite 
if drunk during these same two hours 
before a meal, Indeed, any snacks 
should be spaced so as not to inter- 
fere with appetite. 


By and large, though, to go back to 


heterogeneous nibbling ,the tendency 
in summer is to clutter the stomach 
with strange mixtures. Taken singly, 
few of the tasty treats are hnmrful, 
but to eat at any and all hours, and 
tickle the palate with Kings too sweet, 
too sour ,too cold or too spicy, all 
thrown together, not only interferes 
wirh wholesome appetites for regular 
meals, but establishes habit and up- 
sets dispositions. 


Too much starchy food is another 


cause for distemper in children. They 
can't live on potatoes, bread, corn, 
thick gravy, macaroni, and pie, and 
feel normal. Winter is different, al- 
though even then starches should not 
corner the market. 


Ways to Avoid Trouble 


Cold meals occasionally are all right, 


but in general they pall, and warm 
meals will go better. 


If the children are feeling right in 


their tummies, they won't quarrel so 
much, or lie around and growl. Don't 
let them gorge on new fruit. It's 
tricky, it is, and little folk especially 
do better on simple fruits, cooked. 
Strain out berry seeds for the toddler. 


Pure ice cream is good for children, 


and sponge cake, too. Candy, pure, 
mind you .certainly has its place, but 
nothing should be too rich, too mixed, 
or too onesided, in the way of food. 


Vacation diet, if reasonably balanced, 


plays a big part in good dispositions, 
and also prevents those recurrences of 
days in bed. Orange juice with the 
white of an egg, strained into water, 
is a good "roster" for such times. But 
let's hope nobody needs the bed cure. 
Good judgment is the preventive, and 
this is better than cure any time.

Even Directors Are Afraid of This New Film Luminary 


HOLLYWOOD.—On Stage 22 at Me- 


tro, Pete Smith and hia staff, together 
with n scientist from Cnlifornin Tech, 
ar6 making a film short about radium. 
The studio has rented. $250,000 worth 
of the stuff, but even that amount is 
scarcely larger than the head of a 
match. 
The most precious of elements isn t 


very exciting to see.: Looks like gray 
tnlcum powder and l.Wi't Visibly lum- 
inous. But at the lludio It commands 
more awed respect and curiosity than 
Gretn Garbo, and is us closely guard- 
ed.During nctual filming of the Sub- 
stance,: only three persons are permit- 
ted on the set, and they wear suits of 
lenden armor. 


The camera also is shielded by heavy 


lead plates because, although radium's 
rays arc invisible to the eye, they af- 
fect photographic film. But for the 
shields, the rays would penetrate the 
camera housing and luin all the film 
insido. So only the luna is exposed. 


So much publicity ballyhoo has been 


written about preparations for this 
picture that there is no telling Just 
where theatrical ism leaves off and 
necessary precnutiops begin. 


Everyone on the set seems to be 


afraid of the radium even while it re- 
mains in the polished metal case which 
is slung from a strap over the doctor's 
shoulder. Inside the case Is a glass 
vial. Within the viol is n hollow plat- 
inum needle. The radium is in the 
needle. 


The doctor who'll manipulate the 


radium for the camera will stand be- 
hind a wall of lead through which 
holes have been cut for his arms. His 
arms and hands must be protected by 
rubber armor impregnated with lead. 
He won't look directly at the danger- 
ous stuff, but into a periscope. 


The set for most of the shots in the 


picture is a laboratory, and this, in 
turn, is part of a larger set used in the 
filming of "General Hospital1' and for 
that highly linscientific epic of the 
Marxes, 'A Day at the Races." 


The picture is to be strictly scien- 


tific except for one sequence, and the 
radium expert is so indignant about 
that one that he won't permit his name 
to be used in connection with the 
short. 


In order to provide a little variety, 


Smith has included a sequence about 
an African native who has been man- 
gled by a lion. The tribe's witch doc- 
tors dig a hole in the ground, bury 
the victim up to his neck, and leave 
him there for four days. When they 
dig him up again his wounds are heal- 
ed—due, presumably, to the presence 
of traces of radium in the earth. 


When the doctor heard about that 


he said, "Phooey!" or maybe "Prepos- 
terous!" Anyway he doesn't want to 
be identified with any such hocus- 
pocus.

UTDOORS at night you will find 
many ;i good, perfectly "Ret- 


lablo" shot. Lightning;, for example, 
lakes its own picture very neatly. 
:\ml the propsduro is simple. 


As ;i lightning storm approaches, 


alaco the, camera (even a simpla box 
iypo outfit will do) on a window sill 
>r some other convenient pen'!), aim 
It at tho storm center, open the 
thutter for a time exposure—and 
then wait for things to hiippcn. 


If you are lucky, a bolt of lightning 


will soon come within the ken of 
your camera. Theu close the shutter, 
wind the film to tho next Dumber, 
and try again. Lightning pictures 
ire doubly effective if they include 
nearby buildings or trees. 


Picturing illuminated buildings, 


electric signs, and other uiglit-bliiom- 
ing subjects is simply a matter of 
time exposure. The 
camera, of 


course, jinist bo stationary. Length 
of exposure depends on tlie amount 
aud color of light on your subject, 
and the kiud of film used. Thet 
chrome type of film is excellent for 
outdoor night time exposures, as H 
minimizes flare from strong, exposed 
lights. Usually, you'll find exposures 
of from two to five minutes adequate 
(vmless you stop the lens 'way down; 
then you'll need longer time). Aad, 
If you* subject is bathed iu 


lights, especially any reddish hue, 
give it about double the time you 
would otherwise use. 


Iloal moonlight pictures are some- 


thing to point to with pride. Moon- 
light will make pictures just as sun- 
light does, but being many times 
weaker, exposures must be very con- 
siderably increased. The simplest 
way to calculate a moonlight ex- 
posure is to give 25 minutes for each 
1/100-secoiid exposure that would 
be given the same scene in sunlight. 
Suppose it is a landscape with a 
dark-toned object in the immediate' 
foreground. The sunlight exposure 
would be 1/25 at Ml. Then by the 
light of a f u l l moon with sky clearl 
throughout, it would be 100 minutes' 
at the same stop. This could be cut 
down to 50 minutes with stop f.8. 
Without nearby dark-toned object, 
the exposure can be cut down to 85 
minutes at. f.S; for distant land- 
scapes, to 10 or 15 minutes. 


If a surt of daylight effect is de- 


sired, then exposures must *be multi- 
plied by four.

Wallpaper can be the "gay re^ 


celver" In house decoration, making 
dark rooms look lighter, or small ones 
larger, declares Miss Melva Bulling-' 
ton, home demonstration agent. 


The color and design of a wallpaper 


influence the atmosphere of the room, 
according to Miss Sue Marshal], Exten- 
sion specialist in clothing and house- 
hold arts, University of Arkansas, 
College of Agriculture. Sunny rooms 
call for cool looking blues, greens, or 
soft brown, while dark rooms can be 
made brighter with light tints of cream, 
tan, peach, pink, or terra-cotta. Plain 
paper, or a small 
all-over 
design, 


should be selected for the small room. 
If the background of the paper blends 
in with the color of the woodwork, it 
will create, an illusion of greater space. 
Large designs find a place in the 
larger rooms, but even then the de- 
sign should not be spotty, naturalistic, 
or rambling, the specialist says. 


A very professional looking job of 
pairing may be done by any farm 
family of the proper tools and meth- 
ods are used. 


A paste or'whitewash brush, a paper 


hanger's brush, long scissors or shears, 
a sharp knife, and a scaffold are nec- 
essary equipment for papering, accord- 
ing to Miss Sue Marshall, extension 
specialist in clothing and household 
arts, University of Arkansas College 
of Agriculture. 


Before repapering a wall, it should 


be wet and all the old paper possible 
removed, especially in the corners and 
around openings. The wall should 
then be sized with a coat of glue siz- 
ing, using four handfuls of common 
glue to a bucketful of hot water. The 
sizing is allowed to dry overnight to 
avoid staining the wallpaper. 


A flour paste is used, and is made 


by mixing' one pound flour, one table- 
spoon each of alum, salt, and glue, 
adding cold water until the mixture 
is the consistency of cream, and then 
boiling water to form a paste just stiff 
enough not to pour. The paste is ap- 
plied to the paper with a stiff brush. 
Folding the ends back to the center 
of the strip will make handling easier. 
Two people are needed to do this work, 
says Miss Mai-shall. 


Hang a plumb line from the top of 


the wall and start papering on this 
straight line. This will insure having 
the strips straight up and down the 
wail. Adjust the strip of paper at the 
top seeing that it hangs straight along 
the plumb line; then brush downward 
and toward the edges to remove any 
wrinkles or air bubbles. Trim the bot- 
tom at the baseboard, using a clean 
cloth to present soiling them. The 
border is added last and is matched in 
the same manner that the wallpaper is 
handled. 


Avoid using so much paste that the 


paper gets wet through as it may spot, 
Miss Marshall -warns. Do not build a 
fire in a freshly papered room for the 
heat may-cause the paper to crack, she 
adds. 


SMACKING NEWS 


Blackhead probably 
causes more 


losses in young turkeys than any other 
contagious disease, says Miss Bulling- 
ton, home demonstration agent. 
A 


number of turkey growers in the 
county have reported losses from that 
cause. 


The disease is carried by some old 


turkeys without visible symptoms, and 
many adult chickens also act as car- 
riers. Soil upon which chickens or 
adult turkeys have ranged is usually 
contaminated and should not be used 
as a range for the young turkeys, ac- 
cording to S. A. Moore, extension poul- 
tryman, University of Arkansas Col- 
lega of Agriculture.
